JAPANESE 
NOW HOLD 
K \ U ? KOREA 


The Mikado's Scouts Entered W^ju 
Monday Morning. 


Tx)ndon, April 5.—Eight weeks from 
the opening of the war sees Japan, 
without any real fighting, apparently 
In complete poaseaslon of Korea and 
the first stage of the campaign ended. 


According to the Dally Mail's Kobe, 
Japan, correspondent, who telegraphs 
under date of April 4, a Ping Yang 
dispatch has been received there con- 
firming the report from Shanghai that 
Japanese scouts entered "Wiju, Korea, 
at 11 o'cloclc a. m.. Monday, and that 
the Russians apparently retreated be- 
yond the Yalu river, but no further 
news of any kind Is to hand. Every- 
thing» however, is regarded as point- 
ing to the imminence of important de- 
velopments. 


The Daily Mail's Seoul correspond- 
ent, telegraphing Monday, asserts that 
the landing of Japanese 
troops 
at 
Chinampo has now ceased, but that 
the port is guarded by a large fleet 
and 
the 
Japanese })ase has moved 
north from Ping Yang, where only a 
few troops now remain. 


The Times correspondent at Chefoo, 
cabing under 
date of April 4» says 
there was another bombardment of 
Port Arthur April 3, but that there 
are no authentic details of the engage- 
ment available. 


Russians Got to Unsan First. 


St. Petersburg, April 5.—It Is re- 
ported that 500 Cossacks, commanded 
by General Artamanoff. have occupied 
Unsan, Korea, forestalling the Japa- 
nese» who were marching on Unsan 
from Chong-Ju. 


General Alien Asked to Be Recalled. 


Washington, April 5.—It was stated 
at the war department that Brigadier 
General Allen, of the Philippine con- 
•ta1)ylary, had^ been 
ordered 
from 
Seoul, Korea, to him regular station at 
Manila, at his own request, on 
the 
ground that the sources of informa- 
tion at Seoul regarding military oper- 
ations are exhausted, and consequent- 
ly there is no longer any object in his 
remaining there. 


Yalu and Llao Riverì Mined. 


Paris, April 5,—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Petit 
Parisian 
says 
that according 
to advices 
re- 
ceived from Port Arthur, the Russians 
have laid many submarine mines at 
the mouths of the Yalu and Llao riv- 
ers. 
He adds that the general staff 
has ordered the arming of the forts 
and batteries at Llbau, and that the 
measure has caused great excitement 
In that district. 
, According to the St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Echo de Paris. Gen- 
eral Mishtchenko and Colonel Pavloff 
have telegraphed General Kuropatkin 
that they will disappear for some timo 
with their Cossacks, but will soon re- 
appear at a locality which is kept a 
secret 


Japan's First Army Landed. 


Chefoo, April 5.~The Nippon Yusen 
Kalsha has resumed its service be- 
tween Korea and Northern China with 
foreign steamers. 
The first steamer 
has arrived from Chemulpo, and from 
the passenpers it was learned that the 
l^ast contingent of Japan's first army 
landed 
In 
Korea 
March 
30. 
The 
army consists of 60,000 men, includ- 
ing coolie carriers. 
Japan has made 
Anju a frohtal base, and has bridged 
the Cheng Cheng and Pak rivery and 
is ready to advance by three roads to 
the Yalu river. 
It will possibly be a 
month, however, before a big battle 
will be' fought, as the artlllei-y moves 
slowly on account of the poor liorses 
and the bad 
management 
of 
the 
horses. Otherwise the organization of 
the Japanese forces is almost perfect. 
An Immense quantity of supplies is 
going forward by coolie carriers. 


It was also learned from the pas- 
sengers that worK had been resumed 
at the American mines at Unsan.

There practically ex- 
ists an embargo on news dispatches, 
those coming through being colorless 
and devoid of Importance 


Goneral Kuropatkln'B plan of cam- 
paljin is In the keeping of those who 
will betray nothing. 
Only the barest 
outlines are known and the rest is 
pure gtiesswork. 
That the gencrart 
plan of campaign has been worked out, 
and that It involves the playing of a 
waiting game until the disposition of 
the army has been completed» can be 
stated with positivenefta. 
Every day 
Is now considered a distinct gain for 
the Russians aiid a distinct loss for 
the Japanese, 
For this reason It can 
be confidently predicted that the Rus- 
sians will not do more than harrass 
the Japanese advance in Korea. 
The 
gradual withdrawal of the Russians 
does not mean anything as determin- 
ing the fighting capacities of tha men 
of the respective armies, as this is 
part of the Russian tactics. 


The melting of the snow In a moun- 
tainous country will render impassable 
in the spring the roads over which the 
Japanese must come, and this is con- 
sidered to be almost as effective an 
opposition as would a Russian army 
corps. 
The Russians also count upon 
a Japanese flanking movement in con- 
nection 
with a frontal 
attack» and 
therefore a Russian force has been 
disposed along the Tumen to prevent 
the entrance of a Japanese column 
there. 
Another flanking movement is 
expected at the head of 
the 
Liao 
Tung 
gulf 
near 
Newchwang, 
and 
everything there is being prepared to 
receive the enemy, but for the present 
the Russian military authorities be- 
lieve thot the Japanese game at this 
point has been blocked by the failure 
of the attempts to bottle up and render 
immobile the fleet of Vice Admiral 
Makaroff which, while free, will be a 
great 
menace to the 
movement of 
Japanese transports into the Gulf of 
Pe-Chi-Li. 
Another 
effort to block 
Port Arthur is consequently expected 
daily. 


One of the principal 
reasons 
for 
Viceroy Alexleff's visit to Port Arthur, 
in nddltlon to infipectJng the ships and 
defenses, is understood to have been 
for the purpose of consulting Vice Ad- 
miral Mnkaroff with a view to devis- 
ing plans for defeating those attacks, 
and to this end all additional possible 
"precautions have been taken, 
indeed 
it Is hinted In high quarters that the 
next 
tiuK 'the Japanese appear off 
Port Arthur they will find a surprise 
awaiting them. 


Ballkal Railroad Is Being Removed.

Freight Engineer Disobeyed Order«, 
With Fatal Result 


Pottatown. Pa., April 4.—Two men 
were killed and moro than a dozen in- 
jured by a liead-on collision on the 
Bchuylklll division of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad.

No, 408 crashed into extra freight No. 
401 at the upper passing siding, tele- 
scoping a passenger coach and piling 
freight cars to a height of 20 feet.

Hursh, 
traveling 
saleman, of 
Balti- 
more. 


The more 
seriously

were 
hurried to the Pottstown Hospital In 
ambulanres. while the cuts of thoso 
less seriously hurt weiß dressed by 
local physicians, who hurried to the 
scene. 
Workmen 
from 
neighboring 
iron 
mills 
assisted 
in 
getting 
the 
wounded nut of the forward coach, 
which had been telescoped by the tank 
of the express engine. 


The body of Engineer Fagiey was 
first recovered^ crushed beyond recog- 
nition by the cab, which had toppled 
over on him. 
Hursh, who was an 
agent for a Baltimore liquor house, 
was caught in one of the forward seats 
and crushed where he sat. 


The forward coach, which was well 
filled with passengers, was smashed 
by 
the 
heavy 
tank 
being 
forced 
through it. 
Many of the passengers 
were caught in their seats, and the 
rescuers had to pull them from the de- 
bris. 


Nearly all the occupants of the for- 
ward coach were out by flying glass 
and splinters. 
Among them was Mrs. 
John Farley, of New York city, who 
was on her way from eadlng with her 
husband and four children. 


Althoueh pinned In by the seat, Mrs. 
Farley held her baby high above her 
head and passed her to the husband 
after the crash. 
Mrs .Farley had one

JAPANESE 
NOW HOLD 
A j^ F KOREA 


The Mikado’s Scouts Entered Wiju 
Monday Morning. 


Tx>ndon. April 5,—Eight weeks from 
the opening of the war sees Japan, 
without any real lighting» apparently 
In complete poaseasion of Korea and 
the first stage of the campaign ended. 
According to the Daily Mail’s Kobe, 
Japan» correspondent^ who telegraphs 
under date of April 4, a Ping Yang 
dispatch has been received there con­ 
firming the report from Shanghai that 
Japanese scouts entered Wiju, Korea, 
at 11 o'cloclc a. m., Monday, and that 
the Russians apparently retreated be­ 
yond the Yalu river, but no further 
news of any kind is to hand. Every­ 
thing, however, is regarded as point­ 
ing to the imminence of important de­ 
velopments. 
The Daily Mail’s Seoul correspond­ 
ent, telegraphing Monday, asserts that 
the landing of Japanese 
troops 
at 
Chinampo has now ceased, but that 
the port is guarded by a large fleet 
and 
the 
Japanese J)ase has moved 
north from Ping Yang, where only a 
few troops now remain. 
The Times correspondent at Chefoo, 
cabing under 
date of April 4» says 
there was another bombardment of 
Port Arthur April 3, but that there 
are no authentic details of the engage­ 
ment available. 


Russians Got to Unsan First. 
St. Petersburg, April 5.—It is re­ 
ported that 500 Cossacks, commanded 
by General Artamanoff, have occupied 
Unsan, Korea, forestalling the Japa­ 
nese, who were marching on Unsan 
from Chong-Ju. 


General Allen Asked to Be Recalled. 
Washington, April 5.—It was stated 
at the war department that Brigadier 
General Allen, of the Philippine con- 
jK:a1>ylary, had^ been 
ordered 
from 
Seoul, Korea, to him regular station at 
Manila, at his own request, on the 
ground that the sources of informa­ 
tion at Seoul regarding military oper­ 
ations are exhausted, and consequent­ 
ly there is no longer any object in his 
remaining there. 


Yalu and Liao Rivers Mined. 
Paris, April 5.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Petit Parisien 
says that according to advices re­ 
ceived from Port Arthur, the Russians 
have laid many submarine mines at 
the mouths of the Yalu and Liao riv­ 
ers. 
He adds that the general staff 
has ordered the arming of the forts 
and batteries at Libau, and that the 
mea^iUre has caused great excitement 
In that district. 
, According to the S t Petersburg cor­ 
respondent of the Echo de Paris, Gen­ 
eral Mishtchenko and Colonel Pavloff 
have telegraphed Genera! Kuropatkin 
that they will disappear for some time 
with their Cossacks, but will soon re­ 
appear at a locality which is kept a 
secret 


Japan’s First Army Landed. 
Chefoo, April 5.—The Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha has resumed its service be­ 
tween Korea and Northern China with 
foreign steamers. 
The first steamer 
has arrived from Chemulpo, and from 
the passenpers it was learned that tho 
l,ast contingent of Japan*s first army 
landed 
In 
Korea 
March 
30, 
The 
army consists of 50,000 men, includ­ 
ing coolie carriers. 
Japan has made 
Anju a froiital base, and has bridged 
the Cheng Cheng and Pak rivera and 
Is ready to advance by three roads to 
the Yalu river. It will possibly be a 
month, however, before a big battle 
will be' fought, as the artlllei*y moves 
slowly on account of the poor 3»rses 
and the bad 
management 
of 
the 
horses. Otherwise the organizatjón of 
the Japanese forces Is almost perfect 
An immense quantity of supplies is 
going forward by coolie carriers. 
It was also learned from the pas­ 
sengers that work had been resumed 
at the American mines at Unsan.

Will Do No More Tlian HarraM Japa* 
nese Advance In Korea^^

real information, except such as Is 
thought contained in ofBclal dispatclt- 
os, has been given out or has come 
from the front There practically ex­ 
ists an embargo on news dispatches, 
those coming through being colorless 
and devoid of Importanca 
General Kuropatkin’s plan of cam- 
paiq:n is in the keeping of those who 
will betray nothing. Only the barest 
outlines are known and tho rest is 
pure guesswork. 
That the genoral’s 
plan of campaign has been worked out, 
and that It Involves the playing of a 
waiting game until the disposition of 
the army has been completed, can be 
stated with positiveness. 
Every day 
Is now considered a distinct gain for 
the Russians and a distinct loss for 
the Japanese, 
For this reason it can 
be confidently predicted that the Rus­ 
sians will not do more than harrass 
the Japanese advance in Korea. 
The 
gradual withdrawal of the Russians 
does not mean anything as determin­ 
ing the fighting capacities of th^ men 
of the respective armies, as this is 
part of the Russian tactics. 
The melting of the snow in a moun­ 
tainous country will render impassable 
in the spring the roads over which the 
Japanese must come, and this is con­ 
sidered to be almost as effective an 
opposition as would a Russian army^ 
corps. The Russians also count upon 
a Japanese flanking movement in con­ 
nection 
with a frontal 
attack, and 
therefore a Russian force has been 
disposed along the Tumen to prevent 
the entrance of a Japanese column 
there. Another flanking movement Is 
expected at the head of 
the 
Liao 
Tung gulf 
near 
Newchwang, 
and 
everything there is being prepared to 
receive the enemy, but for the present 
the Russian military authorities be­ 
lieve that the Japanese game at this 
point has been blocked by the failure 
of the attempts to bottle up and render 
immobile the fleet of Vice Admiral 
Makaroff which, while free, will be a 
great 
menace to the 
movement of 
Japanese transports Into the Gulf of 
Pe-Chi-Li. 
Another 
effort to block 
Port Arthur is consequently expected 
daily. 
One of the principal 
reasons 
for 
Viceroy Alexleffs visit to Port Arthur, 
In nddltlon to inspecting the ships and 
defenses, is understood to have been 
for the purpose of consulting Vice Ad­ 
miral Mnkaroff with a view to devis­ 
ing plans for defeating those attacks,, 
and to this end all a^lditional possible 
“precautions have been taken. 
Indeed 
it is hinted in high quarters that the 
next tlriH the Jap^»nese appear off 
Port Arthur they will find a surprise 
awaiting them. 


Ballkaf Railroad Is Being Removed. 
Irkutsk, April. 4. — The railroad 
across Lake Baikal ha^ceased opera­ 
tions, ,in consequence or the breaking 
up of the ice, and is being removed. 
Its assistance to the government in 
the transportation of supplies has been 
incalculable. 
As an indication of iti5 service*it is 
stated that between March 2’ and 
March 28 there pa.ssed over it 1*693 
freight cars, 673 troop cars, 25* ordi­ 
nary passenger coaches, carrying ofll- 
cers, and 65 locomotives. The cost of 
the undertaking was |250;000.

EXPRESS WRECKED 
ON THE PENNSY 


Freight Engineer Disobeyed Order*, 
With Fatal Result 


Pottstown, Pa,, April 4.—Two men 
were killed and more than a dozen in­ 
jured by a head-on collision on the 
Bchuylklll division of the Pennsylva­ 
nia Railroad. 
Philadelphia 
express 
No, 408 crashed Into extra freight No. 
401 at the upper passing siding, tele­ 
scoping a passenger coach and piling 
freight cars to a height of 20 feet 
The dead: Andrew Fagiey» engineer 
of express, of Potlsville; 
Sigmund 
Hurah, traveling saleman, of Balti­ 
more. 
The more seriously Injured were 
hurried to the Pottstown Hospital In 
ambulances, while the cuts of thoso 
less seriously hurt weie dressed by 
local physicians, who hurried to tho 
scene. 
Workmen from neighboring 
iron mills assisted in getting tho 
wounded out of the forward coach, 
which had been telescoped by the tank 
of the express engine. 
The body of Engineer Fagiey was 
first recovered^ crushed beyond recog­ 
nition by the cab, which had toppled 
over on him. 
Hursh, who was an 
agent for a Baltimore liquor house, 
was caught in one of the forward seats 
and crushed where he sat 
The forward coach, which was well 
filled with passengers, was smashed 
by 
the 
heavy tank being 
forced 
through It. 
Many of the passengers 
were caught In their seats, and the 
rescuers had to pull them from the de­ 
bris. 
Nearly all the occupants of the for­ 
ward coach were cut by flying glass 
and splinters. Among them was Mrs. 
John Farley, of Now York city, who 
was on her way from eading with her 
husband and four children. 
Although pinned in by the «eat, Mrs. 
Farley held her baby high above her 
head and passed her to the husband 
after the crash. Mrs .Farley had one 
leg injured and may be hurt Inter­ 
nally. 
The wreck, It is charged, was^ caus­ 
ed by Engineer John Plelshchutz, of 
the freie:ht, disregarding orders. The 
line between Pottstown and Reading 
is a single track one. with a passing 
siding just above Pottstown. 
The engineer had orders to await 
the passing of two passenger trains. 
No. 206 and No. 408. After the former 
had passed Engineer Fleischutz, think* 
ing both trains had passed. It is said, 
pulled on the main track. 
Both en^ilnes were wrecked, a pas­ 
senger coach telescoped and seven 
battleship coal cars piled to a height 
of 20 feet. 
The passenf2:ers were transferred 
here to Reading Railway trains, and 
those who were able to travel \verf> 
conveyed on lo Philadelphia. Amonn: 
those who came through was Thomas

to bottom for the front opening. Then 
fold the circles together and crease 
into eight sections. Through the third 
■ crease from the front and the second 
from the back cut slashes on each side 
about three and a half inches deep 
'from the bottom. 
These are for 
frteeves. Catch together the two opsn 
sides of the middle .sectton on eacli 
«ide for the sleeve, and also draw the 
two open sides under it together for 
the under arm seam, and the shape of 
the little garment Is complete. 
A 
lining of China silli In white or pale 
blue or pink is usually used, and ail 
of the edges are finished with a bind­ 
ing of wash ribbon, a silk crocheted 
border or a buttonhole stitched scal­ 
lop. 
Fagoting or French knots may 
also contribute to the ornament. The 
sleeves and under arm pieces are tied 
together with bows of wash ribbon, 
which is also used to fasten the sacque 
a t the front.

Til* Im portant Art of Manienr*. 
Much has been said about the art 
of manicure, but few girls out of their 
•canty pocket-money can aiford the 
fee of a professional manicure. How­ 
ever, a girl with a steady and light 
hand, after a little practice, can mani­ 
cure as well as most professionals. 
For the result to be satisfactory the 
nallg should be well and carefully 
manicured at least once a week, and

Polisher, cuticle knife, cuticle scls- 
lors, nail scissors, Ivory nail presser, 
steel file, emery boards, orange wood 
«ticks, nail paste, nail powder and 
Icleansing fluid.

.very expensive article Indeed to buy 
—that is, one properly stocked with 
good Instroments; however, all instru­ 
ments can be bought separately, which 
will be found far more satisfactory 
than purchasing a cheap manicure 
case. 
1. Cut the nails the shape desired, 
file them carefully with a steel file,

4. Use the ivory presser, beginniti'r 
at the edge of the nail and working 
round, carefully pressing back the 
skin. 
5. Apply a little paste to each nail, 
and on this dust a little powder: 
polish llgbtlj’ and quickly; apply more 
l)owdei\ and repollsh. 
Great care must be taken In using 
the cuticle knife, as one Is apt to Injure 
the enamel, espoolally when operating 
on the nails of the right hand.—New 
York News.

Owning a Horseless Carriage Is Not a 
Poor Man’s Sport. 


If a man's horse should cost more 
for veterinary fees that for oats, that 
man would begin to scratch his head 
and wonder df he ■ wouldn't better sell 
the animal and charter a special train 
or some other cheaper mode of travel, 
particularly if oats were expensive, 
and the horse's original cost had been 
several thousand dollars, not to men­ 
tion the slight fact that the horse was 
given to periodical runnings away, 
adding heavy damages to his owner’s 
liabilities. And if In these little ses­ 
sions of capering over the prostrate 
heads of a frighterjed populace he 
should kill or malm for life a few citi­ 
zens, there naturally would be still 
greater doubt In the owner’s mind as 
to the advisability of Iceeping so trou­ 
blesome a carrier. Yet that is the pre­ 
cise situation of the fast speed auto- 
mobilist. The wear and tear on the 
tires of a heavy automobile is reclt- 
oned by experts to be equal to four or 
five cents per mile, which Is more than 
the fuel to run it costs. 
Then the 
fines for exceeding the speed limit 
must be added to the damages for ac­ 
cidents, caused by runaways of fright­ 
ened horses, or, worse still, the runa­ 
ways and explosions of the machines 
themselves. Taken altogether. It would 
seem to an onlooker who hadn’t yet 
caught autocltls that Pucks’ hill-old 
exclamation might be apropos—"What 
fools these mortals be!" 


Water Before Meals. 
While the general opinion of those 
supposed to 1)6 authorities on the mat­ 
ter has been that the habit of drinking 
water at meals is a deleterious one, it 
Is now stated, according to recent in­ 
vestigations, that a little water, if not 
too cold, is beneficial, as it assists in 
tiie digestion of food. A too copious 
supply of water dilutes the gastric 
juice, and if too cold lowers the tem­ 
perature of the stomach, below normal, 
thus impairing digestion. If, however, 
water is taken in limited quantities 
the gastric Juice on food will be wash­ 
ed aside, thereby facilitating absorp­ 
tion.

The First Newspaper. 
There has been considerable contro­ 
versy of late years as to which country 
should be conceded the honor of print­ 
ing the first regular newspaper. Claims 
have been successively put forward 
for Italy, France, Germany, England 
and Holland, and all with some degree 
of plausibility, but it appears' from 
recent researches that neither one of 
these is entitled to the distinction, and 
that precedence should be given to 
Belgium. It has been established by 
the antiquaries that a certain Abra­ 
ham Yer.iioeven, of Antwerp, obtained 
from the Archduke and Duchess Al­ 
bert and Isabelle the privilege of print­ 
ing a news sheet. As the first German 
paper appeared in 1615 at Frankfort, 
the first Dutch paper in 1G17, the first 
English paper, the Weekly Gazette, in 
1G22, and the first French paper in 
1631, it would seem that Antwerp’s 
claims have some foundation, and that 
the Belgian city initiated what has be­ 
come one of the most influential fac­ 
tors in modern life and progress. On 
the strength of this it Is proposed to 
hold a great tercentenary celebration 
in Antwerp some time during the year 
1905. 


TH E B A K E R 'S OVEN. 


New Chinese Minister. 
Although the diplomatic circles at 
Washington lost a treasure in Wu- 
Ting-Fang, the late Chinese Minister, 
his place is likely to be well filled 
by his successor, 
Sir Liang-Cheng. 
That distinguished Oriental will soon 
marry the daughter of Yu-Keng, the 
Chinese Minister at Paris, The wed­ 
ding will take place at Peking before 
the Minister leaves for Washington, 
arriving early In January. Sir Liang’s 
fiancee Is described as a perfect typo 
of Celestial beauty and as unusually 
accomplished. She Is 22 years old and 
has lived for the last three years at 
her father’s legation, being almost as 
well known In Parisian society as 
Madame Wu was in Washington. 


Waterproof Briquettes. 
Consul B. H. Warner reports from 
Leipzig: 
All briquettes which have 
hitherto been manufactured by means 
of soluble cements (such as dextrin 
molasses, lixiviated cellulose, oxidized 
Ugnine, resígnate of ammonia, etc.) 
dissolve in water, 
ftlchard Bock, an 
engineer of Merseburg, province of 
Saxony, has found a method for mak­ 
ing briquette which are entirely water­ 
proof. He heats the finished briquettes 
until the cement is wholly or partly 
carbonized, which makes them indis­ 
soluble. 
In case the Ignition temper­ 
ature of the cement Is likely to be at­ 
tained the beating must take place in 
an air-tight case or by means of hot 
gases. 


How Bakers Themselves Determine 
It by Mere Touch> of Hand. 
“Bakers have a curious way of tell­ 
ing just what the temperature of the 
oven is,” said a downtown baker who 
has been in the business for more 
than a quarter of a century, “and they 
can tell, too, with almost marvelous 
accuracy. 
You take a man who la 
an expert in the business, and he can 
tell what the temperature 
of 
the 
oven is by simply touching the han­ 
dle of the oven door. In nine cases 
out of ten he will not miss It the frac­ 
tion of a degree. 
Bakers have other 
ways, of course, of testing the heat 
of the oven. Por Instance, when bak­ 
ing bread they sometimes throw a 
piece of white paper into the oven, 
and If it turns brown the oven is at 
the proper temperature, or, when bak­ 
ing otlier things, they will throw a 
little cornmeai or flour Into the oven 
In order to test the heat. 
But the 
baker’s fingers are the best gauge and 
when you come to think of the differ­ 
ent temperatures required in baking 
different things, it Is no small achiev*' 
ment to oven approximate the heat 
of the oven by tou<hlng the handle 
of the oven door. Bakers figure that 
during the rising time of a loaf of 
bread, after it has been placed In the 
oven, it ought to be in a temperatura 
of 75 degrees Falirenhelt^ During tha 
baking process, In order to cook th« 
starch, expand the carbonic acid gia«, 
air and steam, and drive off the al* 
cohol, the inside of the loaf must reg* 
ister at least 220 degrees. In baking 
rolls, buns, scones, tea biscuits, drop 
cakes, fancy cakes. New Year’s cakea, 
muffins, puff cakes and things of that 
sort, the oven must show a heat oC 
450 degrees higher. 
^Vl^en the oven 
Is at 400 degrees. It Isi fit for cream 
puffs, sugar cake, queen cakes, rock 
cakes, jumbles, lady fingers, rough and 
ready Jelly rolls. At 350 degrees wine 
cakes, cup cakes, ginger nuts 
and 
snaps, pies, ginger bread, sf/lce cakes, 
such as raisin, currant, citron, pound, 
bride and so on, may be baked. It re­ 
quires a still lower temperature to 
bake wedding cakes, kisses, anis« 
drops and things In this class. 
But 
whatever temperature the old baker 
wants, he can tell when he has> It by 
simply touching the handle of tli« 
oven door,"

ration and the animal takes on flesh 
without the proper amount of bone 
and muscle to sustain it. In an ex- 
perience of twenty years In raising se- 
lected hogs for market the writer has 
found the most economical ration to 
consist of one part each of corn, bran 
and oats, with an occasional feed of 
oil meal, and with root crops of some 
kind every otJier day. We grow ruta- 
bages in large quantities for this pur- 
pose and find it pays well. 


Pigs that are three months old or 
younger have less oats in their ration 
and more corn and bran, but they also 
have the oil meal and the roots. 
We 
consider exercise and pure water as 
essential to success in hog raising as 
food, and our hogs are given both 
freely during cold weather. 
The ex- 
t^rrlse they do not like to take as they 
got heavy, but wo force them out into 
a yard—a dean, dry yard—daily, and 
find they are ail the better for it The 
yard is not so large that they are 
tempted to run ofi; any of their weight.

Aell Gwynne, by Alcibiades and Abelard, as well as a host of others of less 
fame, but history tells us that to all of them it was in the end the way of 
bitter disappointment. 


A very noble way would seem to be that of self-culture—the development 
of the instinct, the acquisition of knowledge, the gratification of the art sense, 
and yet the most Illustrious individual of all those who have tried this way— 
the great Goethe—declared, near the close of his long life, that during all his 
eighty odd years, he had not had "six weeks" of happiness.

There are a number of 
nurserymen in the country who supply 
seedlings of various »ative trees at a 
price so low that a few dollars will 
set a large area; true, these seedlings 
must be cared for properly for a time, 
but in a few years they will make 
good trees and furnish an abundance 
of shade. 


On the other hand, suppose one Is 
able to invest $20 in shade trees of 
forty or more trees which, In three or 
four years, would furnish and abund- 
ance of shade for a herd of cows, and 
Increase in value as they grow, thus 
making a profit for the planter in two 
ways. 
Think this over and do some 
planting in the spring.

IDEAL RATION FOR SWINE. 
All who raise swine recognize the 
fact that they must be fed at the low­ 
est cost possible consistont with ob­ 
taining the desired results. 
There is 
no denying the charge that swine are 
fed too much corn; nor is this econo­ 
my, for it does not provide the proper 
ration and the animal takes on fiesh 
without the proper amount of bone 
and muscle to sustain it. In an ex­ 
perience of twenty years in raising se­ 
lected hogs for market the writer has 
found the most economical ration to 
consist of one part each of corn, bran 
and oats, with an occasional feed of 
oil meal, iand with root crops of some 
kind every other day. We grow ruta- 
bages in large quantities for this pur­ 
pose and find it pays well. 
Pigs that are three months old or 
younger have less oats in their ration 
and more corn and bran, but they also 
have the oil moal and the roots. We 
consider exercise and pure water as 
essential to success in hog raising as 
food, and our hogs are given both 
freely during cold weather. 
The ex- 
prcl.se the3' do not like to take as they 
get heavy, but we force them out into 
a yard—a clean, dry yard—dally, and 
find they are all the better for it. The 
yard is not so large that they are 
tempted to nui off any of their weight.

LL human beings arc trying to be hapjiy. From the beggar to 
the millionaire every «no of us knows the meaning of the 
poet's line: 
i 
-j, 
“O, happiness! our being’s end and aim." 
But what is happiness? There are various answers to the 
question, but when put to the final test but one of them is able 
to stand, and here it Is—happiness is peace with one’s own self. 
You may be at war with your neighbors and still be happy, 
but happy you cannot be if you are at war with yourself. 
Peacfr-pcace with yoUrself-is the only real happiness. 
And how is this great thing to be reached? Wishing to be happy, bow 
•re we to make the wish a reality? 
It is an important question, the most important in the world—and, because 
this is so, it has been studied from many angles and answered in many ways. 
Some have tried to find happiness along the way of ambition. In power, 
dominion and glory these would be supremely blest. Caesar tried that wajr, 
snd, lu the pride of bis manhood, ran up against an assassin’s dagger. Han­ 
nibal tried it, and wound up by committing suicide. 
Napoleon tried It, and 
died broken hearted and miserable on a lonely rock in the sea. 
And there 1» the way of beauty—a way that was tried by Cleopatra and 
^ell Gwynne, by Alclbiades and Abelard, as w’ell as a host of others of less 
fame, bnt history tells us that to all of them it was iu the end the way of 
bitter disappointment. 
A very noble way would seem to be that of aelf-culture—the development 
of the instinct, the acquisition of knowledge, the gratification of the art sense, 
and yet the most Illustrious individual of all those who have tried this way— 
the great Goethe—declared, near the close of his long life, that during all hi* 
eighty odd years, he had not had “six weeks” of happiness. 
Then there Is the way of wealth—the broad, stralgljt way, which from the 
earliest times has been crowded. But from old King Croesus down to Andrew 
Carnegie the verdict is the same, "Wealth does not satisfy." 
Croesus’ millions could not save him from a troubled life and a miserable 
death; and the iron master’s wealth seems to be pressing down on him a 
terrible weight, and he Is unloading himself of it as fast as he can. 
Fame, beauty, knowledge, riches! 'They all fail us. 
Sooner or later we 
learn that the happiness we seek Is not to be found In them. We grasp the 
imagined prize and it turns to ashes in our grasp. 
Fame? The more you have of it the greater becomes your loneliness. 
Beauty? It Is a “rainbow’s form, vanishing amid the storm.” 
Knowledge? 
“Behold, we know not anything.” Wealth? Go see the pampered favorites 
iu their splendid unrest. 
Where, then, shall happiness be found? There is but one answer: In the 
eternal sacrifice of self. 
This does not mean that one should deliberately go about it to make him­ 
self miserable. It does not mean that one Is bound to imitate the authorities 
of old and dedicate himself to the idea so well set forth In Byron’s couplet: 
“Deep in yon cave Honorlus long did dwell. 
And hoped to merit Heaven by making earth a hell.” 
Honorlus was foolish. Self-sacrifice is not self-torture. Self-sacrifice does 
not mean that we shall take ourselves away from the world and be wretched, 
but that we shall stay with the world and try to make it happy. 
To stay in the world—a man among men—and to work for the world’s bet­ 
terment, regardless of the consequences to one’s private Interests, to fling all 
thought of self, like a rock, into the deep sea of forgetfulness, to be willing 
—Jike the soldier in the battle line, like Father Damien among the lepers, 
like Paul at Rome, like the Nazarene on the cross—to die for others, this is the 
true self-sacrifice and the true happiness. 
The happiest man in the world to-day is the man who has the most of 
this spirit, who to the fullest e.'ctent of his poAver Is Jóyfully giving himself, 
body, mind, soul, to the cause of humanity—to mother, father, wife, children, 
neighbors, everybody; who thinks of self last, if at all, and who finds his 
happiness In the happiness he Is able to make for those around him.

SHADE TREES FOR PASTURE. 
Every one who'has live stock realizes 
fully the value of shade when the ani­ 
mals are at pasture, and those who 
have been sensible and left a portion 
of the wood lot for shade can readily 
see the advantages to the cows. 
It 
would be unfair to attempt any state­ 
ment as to the gain in milk when cows 
have shade in the pasture, but it Is 
undoubtedly considerable. 
It is a good time now to look into 
this queslton. If one is located near a 
woods of considerable size, enough 
seedlings may be fouud to form a 
small grove, and the cost will be the 
labor of digging them and trans­ 
planting them. There are a number of 
nurserymen in the country who supply 
seedlings of various »ative trees at a 
price so low that a few dollars will 
set a large area; true, these seedlings 
must be cared for properly for a time, 
but in a few years they will make 
good trees and furnish an abundance 
of shade. 
On the other hand, suppose one is 
able to invest $20 in shade trees of 
forty or more trees which, In three or 
four years, would furnish and abund­ 
ance of shade for a lierd of cows, and 
increase lu value as they grow, thus 
making a profit for the planter in two 
ways. 
Think this over and do some 
planting in the spring.

A regular ^ulcan-Venus perturbatiou 
will be ceutrul ou the 21st extending 
from the 19th to 28id. There will be 
mauy vicious thundiT and hail storms on
